I aleo find that this procurement is 
in the interest of national defense and that it has been certified by the 
Director of Central Intelligence ander dete of 29 October 1955, to be 
for objects of a confidential, extraerdinary and emergency natere 
and therefore within the parview of the procurement authority of the 
Agency as stated in Section 10{b) of Public Law 116, ist Congress. 
Precerement fer formal advertising of the supplies and eervices 
called for by the proposed contract, No. FS- result in pub- 
tic dieclesure of the nature and character of such training activities 
and supplies and would thereby jeopardize the security classification 
of this project.
